Barley is an excellent

which to seed grass and legumes, 
especially alfalfa. 
It is a rich land 
crop and will not thrive on soils 
low in fertility or high in acidity.

It matures later than 
other varieties and therefore comes 
more nearly to ripening at the same 
tim e as oats. 
When seeding mixtures of oats 
and barley, care must be taken to 
choose oats which mature at the

barley. 
Patterson, 
K eystone and Cornellian are the 
best oat varieties for this purpose. 
Sow barley as soon as ground can 
be prepared.
